The chronological 
order of discovery‘corresponds.only..very 
lonsely with the logical order; which is 
the one to be adopted in exposition, or 
with the order of difficulty, which is the 
one to be adopted in teaching. “Neverthe- 
less, the history of mathematics, espe- 
cially of enrly mathematics, has consider- 
able interest on’ its-own aceount, and as 
2 part of the general history of enlture. 
Yurious things surprise one'nbout it—the 
ame 


provements travel from oue nation to 
another, and the small oumber of in- 
dividuals upon whom fiindamentsl ad: 
vances depend. | 

The preeminence of the Greeks was 
regarded as indibitable by our grund- | 
fathers, hut was based upon their veerary f 
and artistic, achievements, Modern con 
noisseurs, Who know far more than was 
formerly’ known of Egyptian art, early 
Chinew art, and even the art of the’ 
cave-man, are inclined to dispute Greek 
supremacy. In. fact, however, it exists, 
but in a different sphere, the sphere af 
mathematics.
